Summary of Betws from the Far East, 


The news from China continues of the most distressing cha- 
racter. From all quarters the cry comes of famine and distress ; 
and the luckless natives are flocking into the large cities and 
the foreign settlements, followed, however, by starvation, which 
the benevolent efforts both of their own countrymen and of the 
foreign residents can scarce stave off. The winter, too, is settin, 
in with extreme severity in the north, and will ere long ad 

tly to the misery, which is already appalling. Efforts are 
ing made among the foreign community in Shanghai, by mis- 
sionaries and other benevolent persons, to aid the refugees as 












































mnch as possible ; and it has beed sensibly suggested that the 
Municipal Council should employ some of them to clear out the 
Yangkingpang Creek--a work the completion of which is much 
wanted. From the Capital there is no news of special import- 
ance ; but it is reported from Tientsin that Li-Hung-Chang isas 
active as ever in the purchase of torpedoes, and other warlike 
munitions, though it seems he is scarcely very successful in the 
bargains which he makes at times, being occasionally “stuck” 
with rather old-fashioned and useless articles. An extraordinary 
rumour is given by the correspondent of one of the local pay 
to the effect, nauiely, that the Chinese Envoy to England 
has been denounced in his native province, on account o his 
leaning towar-ls foreigners. ‘The account has probably some 
truth in it, but it bears internal evidence of exaggeration. No 
doubt his’ mission may be unpopular among the anti-foreign 
party, and aome mob-rising may have been instigated by literati 
of extreme views, but it is to be borne in mind that these two 
classes do not represent general opinion in China any more than 
the extreme Conservatives on the one hand, and, say the sup- 
porters of Dr. Kencaly on the other, can be taken to represent 
the general current of opinion here. The sale of the property of 
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the SSN. Company has given rise to rumours to the effect 
that the Chinese are prepared to make a large number more 
similar purchases. Ti such should be the case, they will assuredly 
before long tind they have more foreign appliances on their hands 
than they know well how to manage. 

The present mail does not bring later news from Japan, with 
the exception of one or two items from Nagasaki, which came 
via Shanghai, than has already been given via America. We 
note, however, that a telecram, with reference to the recent fire 
in Yokohama, which has been received in Shanghai, states that 
it is believed Messrs, Kelly, Walsh and Co.’s house has also been 
burnt. It is, however, understood that the premises of Messrs, 
F. R. Wetmore and Co., which are only separated from those of 
Kolly and Co. by a narrow alley, have escaped uninjured. 


NAGASAKI. 

The Rising Suv says that several of the principal foreign resi- 
dents have expressed a desire to form a football club. Mr. P. 
Whittall has consented to act as secretary pro tem, and it is 
hoped residents will come ont in strength and relieve the port 
from the stigma of being the most monotonous in Japan, ‘The 
auction of the Occidental Hotel was to take place on the 10th 
and 11th January, and the Sux understood that “ several intend- 
ing buyers, knowing the superior quality of the articles, had ar- 
rived from Shanghai, so that high prices were expected to be 
realised.” 

The Cosmopolitan Press says the Nuniwa Maru, the pioneer 
trading steamer of the Japanese to Corea, returned to Nagasaki 
on the 20th December, from the port of Fusampo, with a quan- 
tity of cotton received in exchange for rice. The Koreans are 
said to be sharp and intelligent and keen traders, and their phy- 
xique corresponds more closely with that of Enropeans than 
either the Chinese or Japanese. An extensive trade in tallow 
and hides is likely to spring up in the way of barter. Tigers 
are numerous and fine skins cah be obtained at a moderate figure. 
HLI.R.M.’s corvette Huydumack arrived at Nagasaki on the 29th 
December, from Kobe, under jury masts. On her voyage from 
Hong Kong to San Francisco she encountered a terrible gale, 
and was dismasted off the coast of Formosa. She has proceeded 
to Shanghai to refit. 
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PEKING. 

The North China Herald correspondent—usually the best. au- 
thority concerning matters at the Capital—states that nothing 
special has occurred. All was quiet, and an unusually heavy fall 
of snow on New Year's Eve had filled the people with joy, as 
being likely to conduce to a good spring harvest. ‘The weather 
has been very cold since. 

‘A correspondent of the Celestial Empire gives an account of 
an amateur theatrical performance at H.B.M.’s Legation, the 
play produced being Foote's comedy, The Liar. 


TIENTSIN, 

The North China Daily News correspondent states that the 
severe cold and snow have caused a great deal of suffering to 
the poor people, especially the refugees, who have no other pro- 
tection than temple courts and mat-huts, but adds that if the 
snow has fallen as extensively as appearances indicated it means 
thousands of dollars to the agricultural interests of this province 
alone. There has not been such a fall of snow since the winter 
of 1867, when, commencing on Dec. 24, it lay on the ground for 
more than a week. 

H.E. the Viceroy has instructed Mr. Betts, of the Torpedo 
School, to erect « short line of telegraph next spring, connecting 
his yamen and the arsenal, which is situated several miles east 
of the foreign settlement. This is another step in the right 
direction, and it is hoped that progress in other directions, and 
more extensive, and in ways intended to benefit the people di- 
rectly, may not he long in following this becinning.

KIUKIANG. 

The Shanghai Courier correspondent writes, under date 14th 
Jan.:— 

We had a meeting of the Municipal Council yesterday, which 
created great excitement. When the account-books were opened 
they were found to be in the same virgin state as when they first 
issued from the hands of the bookbinder ! 

Still, the pluce is rising. There is a rumour to the effect that 
an enterprising firm of apothecaries have found a philanthropic 
gentleman to look after their interests here ; and I hear of an- 
other professional member of the community who is about to 
open a corn-chandler’s establishment, presumably in order to re- 
lieve some of the Northern sufferers (for whom contributions 
are thankfully received). It is rumoured that the pharmaceu- 
tical agent and the corn-chandler consist of a Jack who is going 
about here and Hankow, but I am not prepared to offer an opi- 
nion on the subject. 

The water was never so low as it is this year ; it is only seven 
feet deep at Hankow Island, and there is no cold to speak of 
yet. 


NANKIN 
The correspondent of the Celestial Empire, under date Jan. 8, 
says that the people from “north of the river ” continue to arrive, 
bringing the same tale of distress. ‘They seem to be quiet and 
willing fo work if an opportunity were afforded, but must have 
food and shelter. The anthorities are giving the matter some at- 
tention, but the prospects for the future seem dark enough. With 
the exception of two or three days the weather has been very 
miid, and thus the occupants of the numerous matsheds have not 
yetsutfered seriously from cold. He adds that for more than two 
weeks the slaughter of animals had been prohibited here, and it 
seemed probable that fish, fowls, and all kinds of animal food, 
whether fresh or salt, would be placed on the forbidden list. 
There seemed to be no immediate prospect of snow, notwith- 
standing the prayers that are being offered, but there would be 
one very important result, in showing the people that the officials 
were ready to do all that it was possible to do to prevent suffer- 
ing, even if the dreaded locusts are not destroyed. 





KWEICHOW. 

A correspondent of the Courier, writing from Kwei-Yang-fu, 
under date of Nov. 30, says :— 

Since my last we have heard of an insurrection in Kuang-si 
and now we hear of trouble at the Kwei-Fuh Customs and le 
barrier in Szechuan. It was also quietly rumoured last week 
that H.I. Majesty Kuang-si had died of some dreadful disease or 
from some other cause. It is probable that the report of trouble 
in Kuang-si is true, but the rest may be only false report set 
afloat by members of secret sovieties. 

From Ky-cho, a city about 100 /¢ from here, we learn that the 
people have seized the chechow, or magistrate, and are bringing 
him here as a prisoner for having unlawfully levied or impoxed 
an extra amount of grain tax. 

The military examinations which commenced on the 1th inst, 
are nearly ended, and everything is going on very quietly

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tendance is provided for the sick, and medicine is 
dead are decently coffined and buried at the publi 
midwives are supplied in cases of continement. Cotton swad- 
dling clothes are also served out for the new-born children. 
Two small dispensaries have been opened ; one in the new city 
at the Ch‘un: 2 (temple), and the other in the old city at the 
Mu-lan Yuen. There are altogether four doctors, who go out 
and tisit the people every day, dividing the patients between 
them, Four larger dispensaries are established. Seeing that 
these unfortunate persons are now living outside the city, cold 
and hungry, every family poverty-stricken and wretched, having 
travelled over a thousand Ui, sick from either privation or anxiety, 
these mendicants are good for warming their insides and putting 
their stomachs in order ; and although the gentry are very realy 
with all the assistance in their power, the mandarins are not be- 
hind them in their tender care of the poor people. At present 
the cry is still “they come.” 














SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 
January ; the French mail from London Dee. 1 was received 
on the 17th January. The North Chinw Herald contains the 
following summary of news :— 

‘The community of Shanghai has presented a testimonial and 
an address to Mr. Consul Medhurst in view of his retirement 
from the service, and his approaching departure. The address, 
which we give at length in another column, was courteously and 
cordially acknowledged, and the reply thus given was received 
with loud and hearty cheers. 

The chief topic of local discussion has been the sale to the 
Chinese of the 8. S. N. Company's steamers. The Vorth China 
Herald says that the meeting of shareholders called to consider 
the subject (a full report of which is given further on) was very 
fully attended : 20,000 shares being represented, out of the total 
number of 22,500, The terms of the offer were stated as we 
have already given them, namely, the whole of the company’s 
property to be sold to the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company for Tls.2,000,000 ; one half of this sum to be paid 
before the 31st March next and the remainder in instal- 
mente of ‘Tis.50,000 per quarter, extending over five 
years; the Chinese paying interest at the rate of’ 8 
per cent, per annum on the outstanding balances, The 
purchasers have, however, the option of hastening the pay- 
ments as they may choose, while Messrs. Russell and Co. will 
only transfer the company’s property piecemeal, retaining always 
asufficient residue as security for the remaining payments. A 
proposal by the Chairman that these terms be accepted was se- 
conded by Mr. F. H. Bell, and carried unanimously. A further 
proposal, empowering the liquidation of the company, was also 
assented to; and after Mr. Tootal had said a few words of re- 
gret at the severance of Messrs, Russell and Co.’s connetion with 
the company, which were warmly endorsed by the shareholders 
present, the meeting broke up, and the most important commer- 
cial transaction that has ever taken place in China was com- 
pieted. Since the meeting it appears that rumours of all kinds 
have been going the rounds as to what the Chinese intend to 
purchase next, the last statement being that negotiations were 
going on for the purchase of the vessels of the China Coast 
Steam Navigation Company ; but it is thought more likely that 
the rise in value of the shares is due to tlie conclusion of an 
agreement between the two companies to run amicably at higher 
rates. The Chinese purchasers do not appear likely to enjoy a 
moncpoly, as it appears that some Hankow merchants have set 
up an opposition, and that “ the stern-wheel steamer lately built 
by Messrs. Blethen and Co. has been sold for Tls. 38,000, and is 
loading for her first trip, off the French Bund”

At a meeting on the 6th January the French Council resolved 
to press upon the attention of the Council for the north of the 
Yang-king-pang the desirability of commencing the cleansing 
of the Creek as soon as possible.

circumstances that are historically most favourable, have ap- 

Jed to the community for pecuniary assistance. This appeal 
5 not been made in vain. Two hundred dollars wera raised 
in one afternoon, and have been placed in the hands of the Rev. 
E. H. Thompson, of the American Episcopal Mission, to be dis- 
pensed as occasion may require. Suitable native tenements on 
the edge of the Kao-chang have already been engaged, and the 
good work of distributing medicines and preaching:the Gospel 
will speedily be inaugurated.

The Chairman, having read the notice calling the meeting 
said :—I have now to lay before you the offer referred to ig the 
notice just read, which comes, as you are dcubtless aware, from. 
the manager of the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Com- 
pony, and is, in brief, a proposal to purchase this company’s 
steamers, floating property, real estate, and plant, as they stood 
on the 31st December last, for a sum of two million taels.

ADDRESS [AND TESTIMONIAL TO MR. W. H. MED- 
HURST, H.M.’8 CONSUL AT SHANGHAI. 

An Address and Testimonial were presented to Mr. Medhurst, 
in view of his retirement from office, and approaching departure. 
The presentation took place in the Supreme Court, before a large 
and influential gathering of residents. The Address, which was 
as follows, and was signed by 210 persons, was presented by Mr. 
Krauss :— 

Sir,—The intimation of your retirement from H.B.M.’s Consular 
Service has been received with general regret, to which we desire to 
give public expression, and we canisot allow you to leave China without 
asking you to xccept some assurance of the regard and esteem we feel 
for yon personally. 

Tn the position you have so long held among us, we know you have 
had many and serious diffivulties to contend with, and, recognising 
these, we have had frequent occasion to admire the tact and judgment 
yon have shown in the discharge of your public duties. 

Whenever opportunities for independent action have been given you 
your fearless acceptance of responsibility has gcined for you the warm 
probation of those whose judgment was based on a complete know- 
ledge of the circu Notably wee recognise the value 
of your services in connection with the zdition to Yanxchow in 
1998, when y Jed the observance of our Treaty rights, and 
by your able management of affuirs gave to the important trade of 
Chinkiing an impulse largely contributing to the recovery of that city 
from the ruinous consequences of the Taiping rebellion, and materially 
benefiting foreign trade. 

The pleasant relations which you have always so crrefully preserved 
with the reoreentatives of other nitions, hive. by securing united 
actin, greatly facilitated the transaction of public business wherever 
uw have stationed ; and this we regard as another and convine- 
ing proof of your peculiar fitness for the post you occupy. 

‘As a student of Chinese literature you have sustained the reputa- 
tion of your distinguished father, and have not failed to turn your ac- 
quirements tu good practical account in the pnblic service ; for it 
cannot be doubted that your sucess in dealing with Chinese officials 
is to be attributed to your thorough knowledge of their lazguage, and 
your intimate acquaintance with their train‘of thought. 

It is appropriate that this Address should be presented to you in 
shanghai, your name having so long and so honourably been connected 
ith the history of the settlement. You were the first foreigner to 
land at the port when accompanying General Sir George (then Captain) 
Balfour in 1843, and your name appended to the first copy of Shanghai 
Land Regulations testifies to your early connection with the interests of 
foreigners residing here. During the past nine yenrs, there has scarcely 
been an affair of public importance in Shanghai with which you have 
not been more or less intimately concerned. When his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Edinburgh visited the Settlement in 1869, the community 
was glad to have its representative; and on this, us On other similar 
occasions, you have shown yourself well qualified to discharge the 
duties of the position, and to maintain that character for hospitality 
which has always distinguished Shanghai. At (he present date we are 
pleased to note that your interest in the welfare of the Port has in no 
degree abated, your name appearing at the termination of your official 
career in China as the Chairman of no less than eleven public bodies, 
representing some of its most important and flourishing institutions, 

We cannot doubt that it will be a source of gratification to you 
to recognise among the signatures appended to this Address the names 
of many sincere personal friends, to whom you have endeared your- 
self by numerous acts of kindness and consideration, and by a display 
of those qualities which are every where recognised as distinguishing an 
English gentleman. 

In bidding you farewell we have to express an earnest hope that 
health and strength may for many years be given you to enjoy that 
leisure which you have so well earned by your long-eontinued and dis- 
tinguished services In China. 

‘Shanghai, 30th December, 1876. : 

The reading of the address was received with much ap- 
plause, 

Mr. Medhurst replied as follows :—Gentlemen,—I cannot re- 
member when I ever felt more keenly the poverty of speech to 
express my feelings than I do at this moment, Knowing, as I 
do, the stern independence and individuality of character which 
so notably distinguish the foreign residents of Shanghai, I can- 
not but feel overwhelmed with the sense of my own demerits 
when I see asaembled to-day 80 many of the most influential 
members of this community simply to do me honour. (Ap- 
plause.) And when I have heard read the very flattering ad- 
dress which you have just presented to me I cannot but feel 
that an impromptu reply cannot at all do justice to the occasion. 
But if you will bear with me I will endeavour as briefly as I 
can to make you a befitting answer. (Applause.) Let me then 
thank you as heartily as I can for the great honour you are 
doing me to-day, and for the very handsome manner in 
which you have in this address spoken of my public acts 
and of my private character. (Applause.) As regards my

public acts, the post of a Consul in China, as you may pos- 
sibly know, is not one of the easiest. He has practically toserve 
three masters. He has to satisfy his Government, who binds 
him down with the most stringent of restrictions lest he should 
at any time commit them to disagreeable responsibilities by acts 
of indiscretion or over zeal. (Hear, hear.) He has to sagisfy a 
body of merchants like yourselves who live in a country where 
there is only a too-deplorable tendency to misconstrue if not 
entirely to evade existing treaties. (Applause) He has tocon- 
ciliate the Chinese mandarins, than whom a more clever, but yet 
at the same time fanciful, shifty, and very often obstructive race 
does not exist. (Hear, hear.) Between these three fires, gentle- 
men, it should not be a surprise if the Consul does at times 
get ‘himself severely singed. (Hear, hear, and_ applause.) 
you have spoken of the Yang-chow affair. You highly 
approve what was done there; yet I may now say that that 
‘was considered an act of over-zeal. In any case, Gentlemen, I 
can, after having beard read this flattering address, convince my- 
self that I have succeeded in earning the approval of one of my 
masters, and that is the public. (Loud applause.) That thought 
is, I assure you, a great consolation to me in leaving this country, 
and it more than makes up to me for the worry and anxiety which 
T have had in serving the public, ever since I landed a mere boy 
with Sir George Balfour, on this bank of rushes which now forms 
your magnifivent settlement. (Applause.) You have also spoken 
most flatteringly of my private character. I can scarcely presume 
‘to be associated with the memory of so distinguished a man as 
my father in the way you have placed it ; and 1 can scarcely ac- 
cept the title you have given me—an English gentleman. I 
look upon that as the highest honour you can pay a man, and I 
appredate it very deeply. A man can ‘ecaredy live a ssries of 
years in a community like this without earning the good-will of 
some and the ill-will of others. I hope and I believe that I shall 
leave but few enemies behind me. I shall have the hap- 
iness of knowing that I have met in China some of the best 
riends of my life, to some of whom, indeed, I owe debts of grati- 
tude I caa never repay. I can scarcely trust myself to speak of 
the friends whom J am leaving and those with whom I have 
been associated in the discharge of my duties so many years. 
* But one thing I can say, that wherever my lot may be cast, the 
interests of China in general, and those in Shanghai in particular, 
will always be near my heart. (Applause). And if at any time 
I can in my humble way promote those interests, you may de- 
pend upon it I shall use my best efforts to do so. (Applause.) [ 
shall also bear away with me tiemost affectionate remembrance 
of my Shanghai friends. (Hear, hear.) And now, gentlemen, I 
feel the most poignant regret in wishing you farewell, But I 
hope the time may soon come when you will be, like myself, home- 
ward bound, and have as taany friends to wish you “God speed” 
as Thave to-day. (Loud and prolonged applause.) 

Mr. Mowat—Mr. Medhurst, Iam asked to read to you the 
following Address, and it gives me special and peculiar pleasure 
to do so :— 

To Walter Henry Medburst, Esq., Her Britannic Majesty's 
Consul for Shanghai and Chinkiang. 

Sir,—A few of your friends, unwilling that you should leave Shanghai 
without some token of their sincere esteem for your character, and for 
your public services, have joined to offer you # small present which, 
for want of time and opportunity to choose any object fit for your 
acceptance, takes the form of the accompanying draft. It is their 
desire that the sum should be applied to the purchase of a service of 
plate with a suitable inscription, for the purpose of commemorating 
‘the friendly connection which has so long existed between yourself and. 
them. 

Mr. Medhurst replied as follows :—Mr. Mowat and Gentle- 
men,—I have said enough just now to show how deeply I ap- 
preciate the high honour you are doing me to-day. I am most 
grateful for this additional evidence of your esteem and friend- 
ship. I accept it with great gratitude, and you may depend 
upon my taking the first opportunity of so laying it out that I 
shall be able to point to the equivalent as a proof of your kindly, 
and, I fear, only too tolerant appreciation of my service. (Loud 
applause), 











FOOCHOW. 

The Japanese Post-office has assumed a local habitation, as well 
as a name; Messrs. Hedge and Co. have been appointed agents, 
and are to make up a mail bag by each Shanghai steamer, for 
Japan, America, and Europe. They also supply Japanese postage 
stamps, so that every requisite has been arranged for. 

Grave difficulties continue to be experienced ty the Road Com- 
mittee, on account of the native population having a prejudice 
against roads, however well made, running over the resting-places 
of their ancestors. The Foochow Herald says :—“Great improve- 
ments have, no doubt, been effected of late, and the ls are 
particularly well kept ; but the numerous graves are an insu- 
perable difficulty in the way of further extension, About three 
weeks ago, the lower road leading to the Fives Court was sud- 
denly obstructed by two newly-made graves—in a manner cal- 
culated to convey an idea that a little “squeezing” on the part 
of petty district officials is contemplated. No doubt as to the 
new graves, but the old ones ought to be respected. Expe- 
rience in Shanghai and elsewhere shows that an average China- 





men values the repose of his ancestors at an average of no less 
than ten dollars a-piece. 

The Foochow Rifle Club have decided that the breech-loadit 
carbines supplied by the Hong Kong Government shall be adopt 
for general use. Friends at home will be glad to hear that the 
Committee of the Rifle Club have decided that, in order to 
prevent accidents, it was decided that Members of the Club should 
for the pirsent practice at the range in squads—each squad being 
under the command of a committee-man. The report of the 

roceedings does not say whether anybody is’ to be appointed to 
Foote after the committee-man too. The Club Ball is pro- 
nounced a success. The local chronicler of fashionable intelli- 
ence says :— Under the skilful direction of the stewards, the 
large reading-room of the Club was completely transformed, and 
afforded ample space for the numerous guests—including a large 
proportion of the fair sex.” It would seem from this that some 
of the ladies were excluded, rather an unusual thing in a com- 
munity hitherto reckoned to be polite. 

The Foochow Herald also gives the following items of general 
news :— 

Side by side with the Proclamation anent the Yunnan out- 
rage (noticed in our last issue) may be seen an edict by the pre- 
fect and mayistrates forbidding street gambling. Both docu- 
ments are, we think, equally valuable as deterrent instruments. 
To sin is pleasant, and the fulminations of mandarindom are not 
likely, in the present state of affairs, to greatly affect the public 
mind. It would not be so very difficult to prevent the murder 
of British officials (by the exercise of more powerful arguments 
than mere paper “talkee talkee ”), but the viceof gambling is not 
to be suppressed by edicts in a country where there is no ap- 
proach to what we foreigners term morality. And it is only fair 
to add that in the distant West, where the voice of the people is 
really supposed to be the voice of God, gambling in many forms 
is still rampant. 

The Canton Joss-house narrowly escaped destruction by fire 
on the evening of the 15th January. The kitchen and other 
out-houses were burnt down, but, by great exertions, the flames 
were prevented from reaching the main building. 

‘A rather extensive fire took place in the south-western 
suburb on the night of the 11th instant. About one hundred. 
houses were destroyed; but, so far as we can learn, the actual 
loss of property was fortunately small, and we do not hear of

HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to the 25th January ; the 
French mail from London, Dec. 15, arrived out on the 24th Jan. 

ELE. Sir Arthur Kennedy was still at Hong Kong at the date 

of the departure of the last mail, namely, the 25th January, and 
was to distribute the prizes to the scholars at the Government 
Central School on Friday, the 28th. This would be a very suit- 
able act towards the close of Sir Arthur’s connection with Hon; 
Kong, as he has, in common with his predecessor, Sir Richa: 
MacDonnell, always taken the greatest interest in public educa- 
tion in the Colony, and has done much, by the exercise of equal 
tact and firmness, when questions as to denominational or non- 
denominational education and the like matters have arisen, to 
make the Central Schools as effective as possible. 
_ The Chinese Government have employed Messrs. Inglis and 
Co., shipbuilders, &c., to provide them with a gunboat for the 
Revenue service. The new vessel, which is of about ninety tons, 
and is called the Chun-tung, madea successful trial trip to Chung- 
chow and back, 

The Colony has been troubled with a disease among the cattle 
brought to market for European use, similar apparently to the 
rinderpest, which causes so much anxiety and loss at home. The 
Daily Press, however, reassures its readers on the subject, and 
states that it is satisfactory to learn from the Inspector of Mar- 
kets that there is no possibility of any diseased meat finding its 
way into the market. This statement, it appears, was made by 
the Inspector of Markets in the Police-court, when giving evi- 
dence against the masters of two cattle “lans” charged with 
sending diseased animals to the slaughter-house, The above- 
named paper adds that a most rigorous inspection is made of all 
the animals sent to be slaughtered. It appears probable that the 
extent of the disease has been somewhat exaggerated, though it 
is still considered desirable that the strictest precautions should 
be taken, both to prevent the spread of the malady and to guard 
against any animal suffering from it being slaughtered and sold 
in the market.

There appeared no doubt that the unlucky 
man had taken the drug himself, and that the case was one of 
those instances of suicide so common among the Chinese. In- 
quests were held in both the above cases. In the former no 
blame was attached to those in charge of the blasting operations 
at Pok-fu-lum.

CHINESE LABOUR IN ENGLAND. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin—Your correspondent “D” may certainly be congratu- 
lated upon having made a statement which nobody can gaunsay, 
in asserting that Europeans can do the same kind of labour ir 
China’ as Chinamen perform in foreign countries if they only 
accept the conditions of the country in the same way as a China- 
man in England has to submit to the laws and customs. But, 
as some of those conditions are prohibitory of the very work in 
question—such, for example, as the construction of railways, 
and as there are special prohibitions in China against foreigners 
residing in the interior of the country even for ordinary busi- 
ness purposes, Ido not see that his letter throws much light 
upon the subject, or that it shows any inaccuracy in the state- 
ment made in_vour article that “Europeana are excluded from 
competing in China in the same kind of work which the natives 
of that country do abroad.” 

In asserting that, while extra-territoriality exists in China, 
it is useless to speak about equal privileges, your correspondent 
omits to notice the very important fact that extra-territoriality 
is necessitated not by the fault of foreign nations but by that of 
the Chinese themselves ; and that it will be impossible for it to 
be removed either in China or Japan until radical reforms shall 
have been made in the judicial administration of those countries 

- reforms, be it noted, which must be initiated by their respec- 
tive Governments themselves. 

I deplore, as much as your correspondent, the shameful manner 
in which Chinese have at times been treated in the United States; 
but uobody will deny that, on the whole, they are protected, and 
that the influence of the majority, and especially the educated 
majority, in America is in their favour—while precisely the con- 
trary to this is the state of affairs in China. ‘The Government 
there, I do not deny, could not always protect foreigners tho- 
roughly, but nobody can doubt they could, if they desired it, do 
go much more effectually than is the case at present. 

In the concluding sentence of his letter your correspondent 
goes directly counter to what he says at the commencement. 
He gives it as his opinion that “the opening up of China will 
be accomplished in due season by the influence of commerce, not 
by cannon and diplomatic despatches "—thereby admitting that 
China is not yet opened up ; or, in other words, that we cannot 
compete with the Chinese in China as they can with foreigners 
in their respective countries—the statement in your article 
which he thought it necessary to gainsay—I am, Sir, yours 
faithfully, Avoruer “D.”

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THE HON. T. G. GROSVENOR’S MISSION IN 
CHINA. 

On the evening of the 27th ult. in the lecture-hall of the Royal 
Association in Aid of the Deaf and Dumb, St. Saviour’s, Oxford- 
street, the Hon. Thomas G. Grosvenor, C.B., gave an account of 
his recent journey to Yunnan. Nearly 20) deaf and dumb per- 
sons of both sexes were present, the lecture being interpreted to 
them by the Rev. Samuel Smith, the chaplain and secretary of 
the Association, and who by a dexterous use of the finger alpha- 
bet, accompanied by expressive pantomime, enabled the afflicted 
individuals before him to fully comprehend the purport of the 
lecture. Lord Ebury had been announced to preside over the 
meeting, but owing to his lordxhip’s unavoidable absence the 
chair was taken by the Duke of Westminster, his Grace being 
accompanied by the Duchess of Westminster, Lady Beatrice 
Grosvenor, Lord Richard Grosvenor, and Lady Wenlock. 

After afew introductory words from the Duke of Westminster, 
the Hon. T. Grosvenor explained that his journey through China, 
had been undertaken at the command of the British Govern- 
ment, in order to inquire into the murder of Mr. Margary, who 
had been unfortunately killed while in cousular service ; aud in 
order to give the deaf and dumb people preseut some idea of 
the vast country he had recently left, he then exhibited a large 
number of gaily-coloured sketches showing some of the customs 
and occupations of the Chinese, and of the country they lived in 
His journey had commenced at Peking, which was one of the 
largest cities in the world, being about twenty-six miles in cir- 
cumference, although not very densely populated, On his 
arrival at Hankow it was doubtful how he and the members of 
the mission were to travel further in the desired direction, but it 
was at length determined to go by water, and they accordingly set 
off in a large junk on the 5th of November, 1875, leaving all Euro- 
peans behind, and trasting entirely tothe Chinese. The pr: 
was very slow. Aftera journey of abonta month onthe Yang 
Kiang they reached I-Chang. Past this place the river scenery 
changed in character, and became grand and wild in the ex- 
treme, high banks of cli retching for miles on both sides of 
the stresi, which was considerably narrowed. By the end of 
the year 1875 they arrived at the town of Chung-Ching, which 
was nearly as large as Peking. Here they came upon the head 
establishment of some Roman Catholic missionaries“ men who 
had gone out at an early age to spend the whole of their lives in 
the endeavour to convert the Chinese.” They lived like the 
natives and conformed to their customs; but although their 
efforts had resulted in the conversion of many Chinese, 
they had met with much discouragement, and lived with 
their lives in their hands. Mr. Grosvenor then described 
the China New Year's Customs, and his difficulty in getting 
together his train of nearly 500’ men for his overland journey 
to Yunnan, the place to which he was bound. After a long 
march ina southerly direction upon constantly rising ground 
they arrived at the capital city of Yunnan, which was 5,000ft. 
above the level of the sea. On his arrival he was (in company 
with the Chinese Commissioners) engaged in fully investigating 
the circumstances attending the death of Mr. Margary. What 
happened then unfortunately not in his power to relate, as 
the papers containing his report were not vet published by the 
Government, and were therefore not public property. “Soon 
after the month of April, 1876, they left for the frontier of 
ina, in order to see the actual spot where the murder had 
taken place. At Manwyne, near the frontier, he met with an 
escort of 300 British soldiers, and it was with real pleasure 
that he met these men, as he had spent six months in the in- 
terior of China withont intercourse with any Englishmen, ex- 
cept the two gentlemen who had accompanied him. He was 
pleased to say that he was enabled to identify the spot where 
the murder had taken place, though unfortunately he could 
find no trace of the remains of Mr. Margary. Accomupa- 
nied by his escort he arrived at Mandalay, on the river 
Irrawaddy, and the capital of Burmah, ‘The King of Bur- 
mah, in expectation of his arrival, had made very great pre- 
parations for his reception. Large numbers of native soldiers, 
clad in the cast-off uniforms of British regiments, were drawn 
upin the streets of the city, the men being apparently well 
zrmed, although he was informed they did not know how to use 
their muskets. He was obliged to leave without an audience 
with the King of Burmah, as the regulations of the Consular 
service did not allow his entry of the Royal palace divested of 
his boots, as was the custom in Burmah.  Afte: 
the capital he went on to Rangoon, from which place he re- 
turned to Shanghai by steamer, after baving in eizht months 
accomplished the first overland journey from Shanghai to Ran- 
goon ever undertaken by an Englishman,

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gave rise to considerations of practical importance, not merely in a 
political point of view but as affecting our relations in that part of the 
world. it was shown that very discordant views on the subject were 
taken both by Russia and by English authorities. Mr. Grigorief, the 
eminent Russian Orientalist, was citod as to the designs of Poter the 
Great with regard to Central Asia, He was attracted by two great 
ideas,—first, to give to Russian trade a way through the Steppe to the 
treasures of India, which he knew had given wealth to his friends, the 
Dutch; second, to bring Russia the gold which,’as report had told him, 
was to be found in masses in a river near the city of Yarkund. Tuk- 
ing advantage of an Embussy from Khiva in the beginning of the 
18th century, which came with a proposal to swear allegiance te Russia, 
he despatched a force nominally to give support to Khiva and Bokhara, 
but really to open the road to India; and Yarkand, and to send thither 
a Russian commercial caravan, The utter failure of this expedition 
under Prince Bekovitch Tcherknaski is well known, Passing from tho 
historical portion of the subject, Sir Douglas pointed out that although 
Russia had desired to live in peave with her neighbours, and hada due 
regard to the interests of civilisation and humanity, she had deen com- 
pelled to make fartherand further advances, taking the townsof Tashkend 
and Samercand, and spreading out ber arms east and west, tillnow the 
Russian boundary line included « large portion of Khiva, Bokbara, and. 
the whole of Khokand, while there were cle: ions of a desire to 
extend still further eastward. The commercial policy of Russia was 
essentially protective, and in Asia it was absolutely probibitory against 
English goods, with the exception of indigo, and but for smuggling, 
wherever Russia finds her boundaries in Asit,all trade between England. 
and the now Russianised countries mizht be considered at au end. This 
being the case, they might confine their attention at present to the 
trade of those countries lying between India and Russia, or might take 
them as they appeared on the map—Khiva, Bukhara, Afghanistan, 
Kashgar, and Thibet, Remarking that of these Khiva, although 
nominally independent, might be at most excluded from the cal- 
culation, valuable statistics were given, from the most  reliadle 
authorities, as to the population, the commercial needs, and the pro- 
ductive powers of each. Reference was made to tue Indinn Museum 
for most interesting information atforded by its collections a3 to the 
primitive wants of the people in Central Asia and as to the textiles 
purcbased in the bazaar at Shikarpore. befvre our annexation of 
Sindh, proving that in those days textiles of Russian manufacture 
penetrated as far as India, ‘The trade between India and Central 
‘Asia during the last ten years was reviewed. It was shown that within 
this period the trade with Asia from India, or, rather, from the Punjab, 
had risen, in round numbers, from £1,000,000 to £2,000,000 sterling. 
The Russian trade with India, as well as its commercial relations with 
China, where it came into competition with our own, formed the subject 
of interesting remark, As the result of this manifuld survey the pra 
tical question was asked,—Is this trade with Central Asia worth striving 
for? ‘To this he replied emphatically, Yes, it is. With all the draw- 
backs arising from deficient means of transport, heavy rates of carriage, 
and undue exaction in Afghanistan, commerce through that coun:ry 
has doubled within the last ten years, and thereis now a total yearly 
trade with the countries between India and Russia proper of about four 
millions sterling, of which Manchester goods, to the value of about 
a quarter of a million cross the frontier from Kurrachee and 
the Punjab, and‘ wool to the extent of one million is exported 
from India, the bulk of which comes from across the frontier 
The town of Bukhara, one of the chief centres of Central Asia trade, 
had a population of 75,000, and was a large consumer of Russian manu- 
factures and other goods ; while, up to the present, whatever efforts we 
had made to open a market in the direction of Kashgar, no such effurts 
had been mode till must recently to push the trade through Aighanis- 
tan, simply because the Amir Shir Ali had been unable, or unwilling 
to listen to the advice given him by Lord Mayo and succeeding Vice- 
roys. The trade with Kushgar is unsatisfactory, on account of the ob- 
structions placed upon it, notwithstanding the agreement to admit all 
goods at an ad ralorem duty of 24 per cent. The country was under- 
populated, aad althongh it offered a market f paratively small and 
well-gelected ventures of Indian traders, the field waa not large enough 
for English capitalists. The great problem for Russin to solve was to 
find the shortest and safest route to Western China, and in pursuance 
of this policy she obtained, in 1840, a treaty from the Coart of Peking 
giving permission to erect factories in the vicinity of Kashgar. But in 
the large region where the Russians have established their power and in- 
fluence a rigid blockade is kept up asainst English goods; and 
it was to our interest commercially te enter into such treuties as were 
toade with the Amir of Kashgar, because unless we established some 
such footing as we have got there in those countries we should not be 
able to remonstrate successfully with Russia if, or when, she annexes 
these territories to her empire. But if we could show that we have 
had trading relations with them, and had entered into treaties with the 
rulers of the land, there would be goud ground of remonstrance against 
anything like a complete stoppage of trate. To remove the ubstriiction 
of the Chinese it was proposed to follow theexample of the Russians, 
and obtain from the Government of Peking permission to establish

Sir Rutherford Alcock said he had listened with great interest to the 
valuable paper on the progress of trade in Central Asia, It was of m- 
Portance, not only as showing the nature of the trade at present exiat- 
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ing with Central Asia, but as suggesting the larger trade which might in 
the future be developed, snd of which at present we could scarcely form 
an estimate, on account of the obstacles which are thrown in the way 
of it. Whatever way we attempted to move, whether through Kash- 
meer or through Thibot, wo encountered enormous difficultes ; not 
only as to transport, which in the end limited the quantity of trade 
which could be conducted, bit also from the political opposition 
alluded to by Sic Douglas Forsyth. The Russians, in order to pre- 
servo their trade against cotapetition frum Manchester, Hirmingham, 
and Bradford must have protection, and so long as they had the 
power, would obtain it by taking possession of the countries. ‘The 
question had been mised how far the difficulty could be overcome by 
coming to an understanding with China, China was in its way as 

tective as Russia, She had admitted our trade upon a fair maritime 
tariff, but she had done so only uuder pressure, and would shut us out 
to-morrow if she had the power. The Chinese did not do 80 only be- 
cause they did not consider themsclves strong enough to go to war. No 
doubt if they chose they could remove the barriers and enable us to 
gain access to Nepuul, &c., and so to Central Asia, Russia would then 
have to compete with ua, and there could be no question how far Man- 
chester and Bradford would be successful. It was not, perhaps, the 
proper place for him to enter fully upon such a point, but he might 
state that an importantmoye had been mute by our Minister at Peki 
Sir Thos, Wade, in obtaining from the Chinese as a political concession, 
that a trade route should be established across Burmah into Yunnan ; 
and still more than that, that we should have the power of transit 
throuzh Thitet into India, He did not think there could be anyth 
more important than what Sir Thos. Wade bad done. He 
broken down the walls of obstruction; and we had now 
only to ask the Chinese to allow us to carry out the same prin- 
ciple which enabled Russia to trade along the frontier; and they 
could not refuse us, ‘The only argument they could bring forward 
was that Russia was strong ; but thc was an argument that mizht be 
turned in various ways. “It was not, as had been observed, Europe 
that was pusiiing its trade towards the inbabitants of these regions, 
they wore advancing towards us, and if we found men willing to meet 
us, We should take steps to remove political odstacles, Every eltort, 
should be made by Great Britain against Powers who stopped the roxd. 
Free trade had always hal to fight the same battle. So far as Rassia 
is concerned, it was hopeless to look for concession from her, as her 
inability to meet competition made this impossible. Sir Douglas For- 
eyth had justly observed that Great Britain could not look to Euro- 
pean countries for an ontlet for her goods ; we could not indeed even 
Jook to our own Colonies, who had mostly adopted protective tarifis ; 
but it was to India, China, and Africa and the like places, that we 
must look for prosperity to our manulacturers and increase of our 
trade, and we ought not to allow ourselves to he shut out of important 
regions by Russia, or any other Power. 

Sir Rutherford concluded by expressing the thanks that were duc 
to Sir Douglas Forsyth for his excellent paper ; and the compliment 
having been briefly acknowledged, the mecting separated.

Also the gentry and people in every place should 
make their feelings known. hey should send in petitions to 
the magistrates of their respective districts, and urze them not | 
to allow the cultivation and use of opium within the districts. 
They should form societies for promoting abstinence from opium, 
issue publications warning the people against it, and send these 
publications to our Society that we may put them into English, 
to show the English people that the Chinese are sincere in wish- 
ing to save their country from the ruinous effects of opium. In 
every city, town, and village in the eighteen provinces let all the 
people who desire to save China from being ruined by opinm- 
amoking combine in public auti-opium soc ny a pledge 
never to buy nor to smoke the drug, nor to allow their 
nephews to do so; let the gentry and people also petiti 
magistrates to close the opium-shoyps within th cl 
to prev t the farmers from planting the poppy.

MARINE INSURANCE,.—Ptc THAMES AND MERSEY MARINE 
INSURANCE COMPANY (LIMITED). 

This case has occupied the Court fur six days. The action was 
brought by a merchant of St. John, New Brunswick, to recover for a 
constructive total loss in respect of two policies of Marine Insurance for 
£1,000 and £500, one of which was effected upon a vessel belonging to 
the plaintiff called the Diadem, for a voyage, “at and from Point de 
Galle to Rangoon, in ballast, whilst loading there, and thence to a port 
of discharge in Europe,” and the other upon a freight by the same 
vessel “at and from Rangoon to her port of discharge" in this country. 
The vessel, shortly after leaving Rangoon on July 4, 1874, witha cargo 
of rice, was compelled to put back in a leaky condition, and having 
sustained further injuries by grounding in the river on her way up to 
Rangoon, she was condemmed and sold there upon the recommendation 
of surveyors. The purchaser, a shipwright, repaired her at a cost of 
£4,500 ao as to enable her to carry timber and railway iron, and esti+ 
mated her when repaired at about £6,000. The plaintiff, on August 
12, shortly after the extent of the damage was ascertained, wroie a 
letter to the Underwriters to the effect that he was informed that the 
vessel waa much strained and had grounded in putting back to Ran- 
goon; that the repairs would cost more than £6,000, and that as, in bis 
opinion, she could never be repaired properly at Rangoon, he had made 
up his mind to put her up to auction and sell her to the highest 
bidder. Upon this letter the plaintiff relied, ax constituting a notice 
of abandonment, and he claimed to recover a total loss on both policies, 
tho cargo Laving been forwarded in anotuer vessel, the Persia, at about 
the same freight as the Diadem would have earned. The defence wa 
that the ship was unseaworthy, by reason of her Laying been worm 
exton and ina defective state at the commencement of the risks insured 
against, that the loss was occasioned by that and not by any of the 
perils insured against, and that in any case the loss was a partial and 
not a total one. 

Baron Cleasby, in summing up, directed the jury that if the ship 
on leaving Rangoon was wormed so as not to be seaworthy, then, 
irrespective of the question whether the plaintiff knew of this or was 
to blame, the verdict should be for the defendants, On the other hand, 
was the weather auch as would operate upon x seaworthy ship, and 
strain her 40 as to cause her to make water as described. War she sea- 
worthy at the commencement of the voyage? If they should be satis: 
fied that the ship was fit to prosecute the voyage with that cargo at 
this time of the year their verdict would be for the plaintif.—The 
jury found averdict for the plaintif for the amounts claimed, with 
interest. 

Tt may be stated that in a similar action by the same plaintiff against

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hausune, Fes. 27. 

The first Seasion of the newly-elected Imperial Parliament at Berlin 
last Thursday, February 22, was opened by the Emperor in person. 
‘The grey monarch—who was accompanied by bis son and grandson 
{also the grandsdn of the Queen of England), and several other princes 
of the Royal family, besides the highest Governmental and military 
dignitaries, Prince Bismark at the head—at his appearance was wel- 
comed by the assembly with three cheers. The Emperor looked very 
well, and read his speech with a loud and. perfectly distinct voice, 
several times interrupted by the cheers of the Parliament, especially 
when the Buperor expressed his hopes that the peace of the German 
nation would not be disturbed by the present Oriental complications, as 
Germany wus less interested in this question than any other European 
nation. The Imperial Speech did not fail, to some extent, to restore 
‘the confidence of our mercantile world, but unfortunately this confi- 
dence was not of long duration, and on the following day our ex- 
change again was dopressed by a telegram to the effect that the 28th 





February was the appointed day for the Russian Army to pass the 
Pruth river, Since that time business has been dull, and very likely j 
will be so for some time to come if not the Oriental disturbances, by |

No lees than six blocks of buildings 
have been totally destroyed, and the Bank is reported to have lost all 
its papers of value, bills of exchange, &. The catastrophe was the | 
more disastrous as all the waters were frozen up, and thus no means 
at hand to subdue the destructive element. 

Last Friday our Exchange in the morning was much disturbed by a 
telegram announcing the stranding of the Hamburgh American Steam : 
Packet Company's steamship Franconia on Cape San Blas, in the vici- | 
nity of Aspinwall(Colon). After the experiences made with this com- | 
pany of late, of course nothing but a total loss could be expected, | 
and the accident already had been magnified to this extent, when, 
fortunately, a few hours later another telegram reported the steamer 
afloat again, and arrived at Colon. 

‘A telegram of great interest to the North Sea shipping came in this 
morning, bringing the news that the !ight-ship stationed on the Bor- 
kum Reef had been forced to leave its station and had entered the 
‘Weser river yesterday morning. This case is the more disagreeable as 
all the steaniers coming from the westward and bound to Hamburg, 
Bremen, Tonning, &., generally make this light-ship, which is a very 
good means for the vessels to make up a correct position. It is to be 
hoped that the light-ship will be able to resume its station before any 
heavy weather comes on, as in that case the wont of the vessel might 
prove fatal to shipping, especially to the vessels that come from abroad 
without calling at England. 

The Norddeutsche Bank, the Anglo-Deutsche Bank, the Wechsler 
Bank, and the Steamship Company “Kosmos,” have published thei | 
reports and balance-sheets. ; | 

‘The total business of the Norddeutsche Bank during the past year

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AvstERpaM, Fes. 28, 

Yesterday the Second Chamber of the States General at its sitting 
took into consideration a very important question connected with our 
possessions in Java, namely, the police regulations, The question was 
also discussed last Friday, when Mr. Van Putte made a remarkable 
speech, in the course of which, while insisting that the natives should 
be dealt with liberally, he urged that they ought to be “squeozed” to 
prevent Holland from becoming bankrupt. For many years past a 
great deal has been done to improve our position with the native popu- 
Tation, even at times to the detriment of the interests of Europeans, 
Some members of the Conservative party feared that the Liberal alte- 
rations proposed would lead to a struggle between capital and labour ; 
but there is no fear of any such occurrence, if the European residenta 
use a little tact. Ergo, it was most urgent to abolish the stipulation, 
which enables the policé to intermeddle themselves in the agreements 
between the masters and the workmen ; but at the same time the law 
ought to contain stipulations about the punishments to be applied by 
the judge. ‘Tho result of the debate, though important, was not eo 
satisfactory and positive as could be wished for. The Chamber, how- 
ever, has concluded that it was desirable that the stipulations about 
punishments should be altered or abolished. Next Tuesday the mem- 
bors will deliberate about the Judicial Bill, by which the Minister ef 
the Department of Justice wishes to bring about more or less im- 
I need not 
say that this has caused a storm in the provinces, every town 
pleading for the desirableness of the maintenance of their re- 
spective Courts, The debate upon this Bill will last most certainly 
some days, so that it will be impossible to go into committee upon the 
Reform Bill before the second week of March. Thus it will be very 
difficult to finish with it before the end of May, as Mr. Heemskerk 
wishes would be the case. On March 23 the members of the Second 
Chamber will go into recess, and when they meet again of course the 
School Bill will be the first on the programme. And then the general 
elections to renew one-half of the Chamber will be too near on hand 
for any effective Parliamentary labour. I hear that Mr. T. Mesachert 
van Vollenhoven does not wish to be re-elected. 

‘The Conservative paper, het Dagblad, contains an article about the 
war in Atchin ; it complains that we are making no progress at all, and 
that the army in Java is quite exhausted. Our force is insufficient, 
and is still enfeebled by sickness. Such a state of things is to be 
seriously regretted. In the meanwhile tho war must be brought to an 
end. It is impossible to leave Atchin, or to make an appeal to a foreign 
country. Only one course rests open—a part of the Dutch ermy 
must be forwarded to Java, though this is formally forbidden by 
Article 206 of the Constitution. But this case is so urgent that this 
Article should be altered. The Liberal papers don't say one word 
about this article; and perhaps they have good reasons for silence.

‘They were all commenced about four or five years ago. Of the twenty 
journals published at Tokio, the most important are the Nichinichi 
‘Shimbun, the Hochi Shimbun, the Atebono Shimbun, and the Nisshin 
nisshin chi Shimbun, which issue respectively 9,500, 3,000, 3,500, and 
4,300 copies a day. "The subscription varies from 6 to 8 rios (£.30 to 
£40) a year. ‘The Jomeouri Shimbun, which is read .chiefy by women, 
has 12,000 eubscribers, and costs only 2 rios a year. These journals 
are all printed on European, chiefly Belgian, paper, and with European 





presses.

THE TREATY WITH CERTAIN CHIEFS OF 
“THE NINE STATES.” | 

THE papers and correspondence relating to the final re- 
adjustment of our difficulties with the native States of the 
Malay Peninsula have never yet been presented to Parlia- 
ment. The only Blue-books we possess break off at a very 
interesting point in the middle of 1876. Under such cir- 
cumstances no opinion which we can pronounce on the 
question can be full and satisfactory; we left daylight 
behind us in June last year, and like a man who gropes 
his way through a cavern we can only catch glimpses of 
distant sunshine from occasional outlets. Such a glimpse 
—which, however, happens to be a very bright one—is 
afforded by the agreement entered into between Sir WIL- 
uiaM JERVoIS and certain chicfs and representatives of 
chiefs from “The Nine States” in November last. The full 
text of this document is before us, and we have also read. 
the remarks made by the Governor of Singapore to the 
Legislative Council in supporting it, as also the objec- 
tions put forward by Mr. W. H. Reap. We fully 
concur with the lastnamed experienced authority—ex- 
perienced not merely in the affairs of the Malay Penin- 
sula but in the very similar difficulties which Sir 
JaMES Brooxe slowly and successfully surmounted in 
Borneo—in pronouncing the present agrcement one “likely 
to lead to further complications.” We give Sir WILLIAM 
JERVOIS more credit for acuteness as a statesman than to 
suppose that he does not personally entertain precisely 
similar opinions; but Sir WitLiam has to act accord- 
ing to some lines of policy which, though not fully 
explained to the public at home, have been laid 
down by our Colonial-office as the best for present 
convenience, Plain common sense teaches us the 
main principles which ought to be kept in sight—the 
details are of quite a minor importance — in recast- 
ing our policy towards all the independent Malay States 
south of the Siamese boundary line. We do not need to 
annex, but we should in every instance—and consistently 
so—act as if we contemplated the ultimate possibility that 
these petty States will some day, as they one by one 
disintegrate, fall under our immediate sway.’ Care- 
fully selected Residents should be maintained in every 
important State, but the recognition of the separate 
independent existence of such trumpery little pro- 
vinces as Gunong Passir under special treaty rights 
is a course to be avoided. If we had, for example, three 
tolerably strong States to deal with instead of nine small 
ones, with their separate semi-independent appurtenances, 
how much more easy it would be to insist on such things 
as the arrest of fugitive criminals, how much less corres- 
pondence would be saved ; and when some day the reversion 
of a State fell in, like a ripe plum, to the British Crown, 
in the first place we should get something worth having, a 
real increase of our power in the Peninsula, and secondly, 
should not have consequent panic, agitation, and trouble 
among a number of tiny principalities still clinging to a 
tottering independence. A breeze may set all the cockle 
boats in a harbour dancing, and yet leave the full-rigged 
ships at their anchors unmoved. * 

The above form one or two of the leading features of a 
sound Malay policy to which we could largely add, but 




















{ these will suffice for our present purpose ; and we ask our 
readers to consider whether the new treaty with “certain. 
chiefs of the Nine States” is in the least consistent 
with any such views. It recognises permanently the 
exclusive right of sundry small Tuans and Datus to 
regulate their own appanages according to their own 
sweet will Now how are we, without great trouble 
and expense, to get at an obstructive Datu, or to help him 
in a squabble with Chinese Immigrant Societies, who might 
be paralysing all trade and causing endless trouble at Pé- 
nang and Singapore by unruliness within their strongholds? 
All this has happened quite lately at Perak and Larut. 
Residents, we repeat, should be planted at the important 
localities, and solidarifé among the States rather than the dis- 
integration entailed by the formal recognition of each recal- 
citrant chief should be our guiding principle. How, for 
instanee, do we get justice done to British subjects in 
Chiengmai, or Luang Prabang? Not by concluding sepa- 
rate treaties with those States, but by insisting that their 
subordination to the stronger rule of Siam shall be a reality 
and not a fiction. When our Government makes agree- 
nents with other nations it is supposed to have some re- 
gard for the interests of British commerce, and to use 
some efforts to secure to natives of the United Kingdom 
the rights and privileges of trading peaccfully and securely 
in the foreigner’s dominions ; but what does this Conven- 
tion say :—“ We (the Chiefs) ;romise that peaceful persons, 
« whether Malays or Chinese, or ofhers, desirous of trading 
“in our countries, shall have full liberty to do so, and 
“shall be unmolested.” Not a word as to Englishmen; 
and under the well-known principle of cjusdem generis we 
doubt whether the expression “or others” could be held 
to mean anything except Asiatics ; it would cover Madras- 
sees, Parsees, or Bengalees, but if Englishmen had been 
meant also a lawyer would probably tell us that Englishmen 
would then have been expressly mentioned. Any dispute 
or difficulty arising among the States which we are unable 
to settle (a very pregnant proviso, for who is to decide 
what they are able to settle and what not) we will refer fur 
advice to the Maharajah of Johore. 


To the foregoing text Governor JeRvois in Council has 
added a gloss that it has been arranged with the Maha- 
rajah that any reference so made to his Highness shall be 
dealt with in concert with the Government of the Straits 
Settlements, Well, then, an obstructive chief will hereafter 
make this a pretext for declining the adeice, saying that 
thongh he promised to consult the Maharajah yet the 
advice is the advice of the British and not the advice of 
Johore, Setting that aside, and even admitting what some 
strongly dispute, that the Maharajah is an admirable man 
to undertake this new duty, how is he without a military 
force tu secure obedience for his recommendations ? Mr. 
Reap is quite right in saying that the Maharajah has 
thus been placed in a false and an unwise position ; 
the chiefs and people would be far less likely to cause or 
permit disturbance in future if told that in case of 
misunderstanding they must appeal direct to the whole- 
somely-dreaded British Government. A Treaty isa solemn 
agreement intended, if not to be binding for all time, at 
any rate to secure a settlement of a very permanent charac- 
ter; to endure for much longer than the life of a middle- 
aged man. Now, supposing the Maharajah (long be his 
days in the land) were to die next. year, to whom are these 
restless chiefs then to appeal ? To the successor ? Who is he, 
and how far is he a suitable personage to undertake the 
post of arbitrator? Why, a dissatistied chief would take 
quite another view, and say that he certainly only bound 
himself to refer to the present Maharajah, and that because 
he happened to know him to be a very superior potentate. 
A wily Asiatic who wants a pretext is seldom slow in find- 
ing one, and here is one ready to hand in store for him, and 
really a very fair one, too. On the whole, we can only say 
that in hastily drawing up this short, ill-considered, and 
vague Treaty, Sir WILLIAM JERVOIS has not acted for the 
best interests either of the Straits Settlements or of the 
Malay States ; his probable justification is—and really so far 
as he is concerned it is sufficient—that he has been in- 
structed from home to do something which, without in any 
way committing our Government, shall serve in appearance, 
at least, as a sort of substitute for, or sham, settlement. 
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THE INDIA COUNCIL, AND EASTERN 
EXCHANGES. 

So accustomed has the public of late become to vagaries 
on the part of the India Coaneil that a steady adherence 
to a settled policy, even fora couple of weeks together, 
may be almost looked upon as a phenomenon. It is only 
upon this principle that we can account for the extreme 
anger which was shown by some of the newspapers when 
it was found that the whole amount of the Government 
bills advertised for tender on the 2lst Feb. had been 
allotted, although the price obtained was nearly 2 per cent.

no inconsisiency in this action, as the process of “breaking 
the rate,” as it is termed, had been gone through a weck 
earlier. At that time no doubt there was reason to com- 
plain that the council acted not only inconsistently, but 
with very short-sighted regard to its own interests, or 
rather to those of the Indian public. The burdens thrown 
upon the finances of that country at the present time are 
heavy enough without being added to by adverse exchange; 
but this is what the India Council have been doing. 
Nothing seemed more reasonable in face of the famine re 
quirements than the reduction of their weekly drawings to 
half the usual amount (or 17} lakhs only) in the early part 
of the month ; and this, combined with their rejection of 
teaders below Is. 10d. on the 2nd and 9th ult., had con- 
tributed to strengthen the market, so that they had every 
prospect by a little consistent firmness of seeing that rate 
maintained for the rest of the financial year. It was, 
therefore, a matter of surprise to find, after the tenders of 
the 16th ult., that 1s. 9fd. and 15-16ths had been accepted, 
and that the small degree of firmness necessary to hold 
their own had not been exerted. The effect upon the 
market was most depressing, It was scen that the Go- 











vernment had no minimun, and calculations previously | 
made under the impression that 1s. lud. might be taken | 


asa fixed basis to work upon were found delusive—these 
causes combined leading. as we have seen, to a drop of 2 
per cent. by the time the next tenders were made; so 
that the Government was fain to accept, not as before, a 
trifling fraction under 1s. 10d., but little over 1s. 93d. 
The above action on the part of the India Council form 
but one sample among many of the strange vagaries which 
it commits in its financial operations, and justifies the re- 
gret so often expressed that some means cannot be found 
for conducting the Government of India which will not 
have the effect of bringing the Indian Government periodi- 
cally into the Exchange market with as little benefit to 
itself as to financial interests generally. 









THE JAPAN POST-OFFICE REPORT. 

THERE is probably no better indication of the progress 
of civilisation in any given nation than the efficient adimi- 
nistration of its Postal service. We observe, therefore, 
with very much pleasure the satisfactory character of the

Mr. H. MayesiMa, the Postmaster-General in Japan. Al 
though at present the postal service in that country is still 
a source of expenditure instead of income to the Govern- 
ment, it is evidently making such progress that we may 
reasonably look, before many years, to find it in the latter 
category. The revenue for the year 1876 exceeded the 
estimate by about $25,000, while the expenditure was 
within what was provided by about $1,000. The total 
revenue amounted to $575,201, and the total expenditure 
to $713,244. This shows, no doubt, a considerable sum to 
make up, but considering the newness of the service, there 
is no ground for doubting that this end will be accom- 
plished. The organisation of a reliable and efficient service 
is evidently thoroughly at the heart of the Postmaster- 
General, who is fully prepared to set to work in ear- 
nest, and to make use of all the hints he can obtain by 
studying the systems of post-office organisation in force in 
other countries. At present the system is so far developed 
that the Japanese Government issues stamps, post-cards, 
money orders, and have even a savings-bank. They have 
established a postal agency at Shanghai, and opened com- 
munication between it and the leading ports of Japan; 
and they purpose shortly also establishing stamp and re- 
ceiving agencies at the other open ports in China. 
have also granted to the National Mail Steamship Company 
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asubsidy of $250,000, and a loan of $810,000 to enable it to 
purchase the Pacific Mail Steamship Company’s branch line 
of steamers, “thus increasing and facilitating communication 
“ between the different ports of Japan and between China 
“and Japan, and securing it almost entirely to the Japanese 
“flag.” This unquestionably looks like energy, and if the 
same vigour which has been infused into the service be 
continued and be combined with due caution and judgment, 
we have every reason to expect that the Japan postal ser- 
vice will prove a thorough success, Speaking of the postal 
service between Japan and other countries, Mr. MAYESIMA 
says that though still restricted they present an agrecable 
contrast to the entire absence of such relations a few years 
since. Until very recently all correspondence despatched 
from, or received in Japan, was entirely under the contro? 
of foteign Governments. Now, however, there is a regular 
exchange of mails between Japan and the United States 
and other countries ria the United States. We trust that 
this satisfactory commencement will be the prelude to a 
further extension of Japanese postal arrangements with 
foreign countries, and that they will prove as successful in 
every way as is well deserved from the commendable energy 
which has been infused into them. 

















NOTICE OF ABANDONMENT. 

IN a recent issue we gave the report of a ease of special 
interest to readers in Singapore, Saigon, and Hong Kong, 
as the facts which gave rise to it arose in those places, but 
also of much importance to mercantile communities, as con- 
taining a warning with reference to the cale of vessels on 
account of the underwriters, which it is very necessary 
should be korne in mind. The case in question, KALTEN- 
BACH v, MACKENZIE, arose in consequence of the ship 
Admiral Protet having struck in 1871 near Saigon, and 
having been sold there, on behalf of the underwriters, by the 
representatives of the plaintiff's firm. There appears to be 
little ground to doubt that, taking into account the difficul- 
ties of repairing such a vessel there, the agent was justified 
in selling her, the surveyors having given itas their opinion 
that the vessel would cost more to repair than her value 
when the repairs were finished. The lucky Chinaman, how- 
ever, who purchased her for $1,600, managed to get her 
slipped along the coast to Singapore, where another enter-

| prising son of Ham bought her for $2,500; and having 
: had her repaired, has since had her engaged in the coast- 
ing trade. Upon these facts the underwriters resisted 
ithe claim for the amount of the insurance, the grounds 
of resistauce being first that the facts did not justify 
ithe abandonment of the ship to them; and secondly 
that they were not liable, as no notice of abandon- 
ment had been given. As already observed, the cir- 
cumstances seem fairly to justify the abandonment, but 
\the fact that no notice was given to the underwriters 
is, according to the Chief Justice, fatal. Notice of an 
j appeal has been put in ; but upon general grounds, as well 
as on that of the authority attaching to so definitely ex- 
pressed an opinion as that given by the Chief Justice, we 
make little doubt that the judgment already given will be 
upheld. The two elements necessary to make the under- 
writers responsible for constructive total loss are that it 
will not pay to repair the injured vessel, and that notice of 
abandonment be given to the underwriters. The latter is 
obviously only a reasonable provision of law to secure bona 
fides in such cases ; and, although the point is of a techni- 
cal character, we must admit the underwriters in this case 
were justified in making it ; and trust that the prominence 
with which it brings forward the necessity of giving notice 
of abandonment in cases of constructive total loss will 
form a useful warning generally to avoid so serious an 
error. 


JUDICIAL ADMINISTRATION IN CHINA. 

A view which was put forward in a pamphlet written 
over the signature of “Justum,” (to which we recently 
called attention), demands more than a passing notice. It 
forms one among the many instances which have to be re- 
gretted, of the injury which is likely to be done to the 
Chinese cause by the over-zeal of persons imperfectly in- 
formed as to the merits of the questions upon which they 
undertake to enlighten the public. In the pamphlet in 
question an apparent miscarriage of justice through a tech - 
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nical difficulty is made the ground for making it appear 
that justice is badly administered in China, in cases where 
Chinese have a claim against British subjects—a view 
which is entirely contrary to the fact, and which does very 
great injustice to the judges of the Supreme Court and all 
who have been charged with the task of putting the law 
into effect in that country. Exterritoriality is an absolute 
necessity in countries where law is so defectively adminis- 
tered as in China; and in which it would be simply an impos- 
sibility to place the subjects of foreign nations at the mercy 
of the native tribunals—where, to say nothing of bribery, 
torture is still resorted to as an appropriate means of eli- 
citing evidence. It is extremely unfortunate at a time 
when the Chinese are willing to come forward to a great 
extent and to endeavour to establish relations upon a more 
friendly footing than they have existed on hitherto, for 
over-zealous advocates to rush in and, by raising difficulties 
which it is impossible to surmount, make it appear hopeless 
even to deal with them upon a fair and equitable basis. 
The most unfortunate element connected with this is, that 
these advocates generally go very much further than the 
Chinese themselves ; who are sensible enough to recognise 
the necessity of some difficulties in dealing with foreign 
nations. At all events, in the matter of exterritoriality, it 
is known by those who are likely to be good authorities on 
the subject, that the Chinese officials, though they would 
of course prefer that the jurisdiction of their countrymen 
in China should extend, as in other countries, over aliens 
as well as natives resident in it, are aware that as matters 
at present stand this is simply an impossibility ; and 
such being the case, it is worse than useless for foreign 
advocates of Chinese rights to raise the question. The 
Supreme Court for China and Japan, established under 
special order in Council with a view to carrying out 
the exterritorial administration of justice in those coun- 
tries, has afforded substantial justice to Chinese suitors 
in all cases which have been brought before it ; and this we 
believe the Chinese are themselves perfectlyready to acknow- 
ledge. Even if in some few cases justice has failed, it is not 
amatter for very great surprise when the “glorious un- 
certainty of the law” anywhere, and more necessarily under 
the exceptional circumstances existing in China, is taken 
into account ; and it is therefore extremely unjust as well 
as extremely unwise to take any one instance where there 
hag been an apparent failure, and to speak of the exception as 
if itwere the rule. We believe that more harm has been done 
to our relations with China by the intemperate zeal of her 
advocates than by any other cause ; and in such cases as 
the present those who have the true interests of China at 
heart must strongly feel the force of the proverb, “Save 
me from my friends.” A discussion of the extraterrito- 
Tial question would only be the opening up of a very sore 
point, which it is impossible to enter upon without going 
sounter to the national dignity of the Chinese ; and sucha 
discussion is entirely unnecessary, seeing that the Chinese 
Government have expressed their acquiescence in the exist- 
ing state of affairs by specially recognising the Supreme 
ourt.

The depositions were avowedly taken in lumps, such as the 
evidence of CHIEN and 170 others, and of Hsu-Lu-SHENG 
and ninety-eight others—and consequently could not have 
been sifted in any way. This fact is, however, now com- 
pletely lost sight of, and the article in the Saturday is fol- 
lowed up by a letter in the Globe from Mr. HENRY 
Sruarr Facan, who, pointing out the severe ill-treat- 
ment to which the coolies are subjected, and adding that, 
“in spite of great obstruction from the Cuban planters 
“ the Commissioners succeeded in taking 1,176 depositions 





“ and received eighty-five petitions signed by 1,660 coolies 
«all in six weeks, be it remembered !), urges Mr. GLAD- 
“sTONE to take up this sad case in Parliament.” We 
are not disposed to deny that the unlucky Chinese 
coolies in Cuba suffer many wrongs upon the planta- 
tions; but it anything is calculated to prevent those 
wrongs ever being redressed it is the grossly and pal- 
pably exaggerated account of them given in this report. 
The sum and substance of this question can be stated 
in a few words, and we cannot but reiterate what we 
said when treating the subject on receipt of the official re- 
port, that is in July last, namely, that the Macao emigra- 
tion being swept away, the next stage of reform clearly 
rests with the Chinese themselves and their authorities, 
and that “all attempts that may be made abroad will as- 
“suredly prove useless unless the Chinese devise some means 
« of preventing men from being deceived into making con- 
“ tracts to serve in countries where they cannot feel sure of 
“ receiving fair treatment and adequate protection.” 





Mr. Mepuurst, H.M. Consul at Shanghai, who 
has arrived by the present mail, will be succeeded 
by Mr. MonGan, at present Consul at Tientsin. Mr. ©. 
A. Stnctair will leave England to resume charge of the 
Consulate at Foochow by the French mail of April 6. The 
inconsistency in the amount of the emoluments respec- 
tively attaching to the British Consulates at Canton and 
Shanghai, the former being £1,600, and the latter only 
£1,500, to which we have more than once called attention, 
again appears in the Civil Service Estimates. The retire- 
ment of Mr. Mepuurst offers a good opportunity of ad- 
justing this matter, and, seeing that Shanghai is now of 
very much more importance than Canton, whatever the 
latter may have been in the old days, it would be well 
that the Consul at Shanghai should be made Consul- 
General, with proportionate pay. This would also be of 
advantage in giving him his proper status side by side 
with the representatives of the United States and other 
countries. 





In the account which the Hon. Mr. GrosvENoR gave at 
the Association in Aid of the Deaf and Dumb, on Tues- 
day last, of his recent journey to Yunnan—of which a re- 
port appears in another column—he showed his sympathy 
with, at all events, one of the infirmities of the afflicted 
assembly. He was dumb as to all connected with the in- 
vestigation of the circumstances attending Mr. MARGARY’S 
death, merely saying upon this point :—* What happened 
“then was unfortunately not in his power to relate, as the 
“ papers containing his report were not yet published 
“Government, and were, therefore, not public property.” 
It is certainly high time that his report was published, 
and we trust that it will not be much longer before it be 
forthcoming. The account just given does not add much 
to what is already known concerning his journey, but is 
interesting as coming from his own lips. 


Ir has been stated by the Earl of Derby that the 
Convention entered into by Sir THomas WADE has not 
yet been ratified. A deputation from the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce waited upon him on the 27th 
ult., when Mr, AsHworTH, one of the gentlemen com- 

osing it, asked whether the Treaty had been ratified. 

ord DERBY’s reply was that it had not. It was under 
consideration, and Sir THomMAS WADE had been requested 
to prepare a memorandum upon the whole subject, giving 
in Eat his reasons for every concession he had made. The 
answer is significant, and is satisfactory as showing that the 
Government is determined to act with caution and will not 
be induced to give up any rights already existing under 
Treaty, without being fully satisfied of the justice or ad. 
vantage of doing so. The clause which will be most care- 
fully scrutinised is no doubt that relating to the Lekin and 
other internal taxation. 


A FACT reported in the last papers from China is signifi- 
cant as showing the impolicy of—where it can be avoided 
—accepting monetary compensation from China It ap- 

ears that an insurrection in Yunnan took place in May 
Tact consequent upon an attempt to levy as much as 
Tis. 1,000,000 (£300,000) from the inhabitants of the Teng- 
Yuch district. It has been repeatedly found in similar 
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cases that the local officials take advantage of having to 
provide a given sum to exact one much larger, and in con- 
sequence the odium of the populace is raised against the fo- 
reigners who are the cause, however remote, of the injustice. 


The American Congress Committee which is investi- 
gating the question of ( hinese emigration have reported 
against the continuance of the present system, recommend- 
ing the President to take measures to secure a modification 
of the Chinese treaty, confining it strictly to commercial 
purposes. They recommend that Congress should legislate 
with a view to restraining the great influx of Asiatics to 
the United States. The Committee do not believe that the 
measure will be regarded unfavourably by China; but, 
whether so or not, they are of opinion that the Pacific 
coast should be relieved from the terrible scourge. 


THE North China Herald: states that it understands “ the 
“ first of the Consular appointments under the New Con- 
“vention has been made. Mr. E. C. BaBER is going to 
“ Chungking, and is making preparations for his journey.” 
There is evidently some error in this statement, seeing 
that the Convention is not yet ratified. The exact fact 
is no doubt that Mr. Barer is to be sent to Chungking in 
anticipation of the port being opened. We are of course 
able to send Consular officials to any part of China under 
passport, and this is most probably what has been done. 








WITH reference to the claim made by Spain to Sulu, which 
has from time to time been noticed in these columns as 
questionable, and the assertion of which recently caused 
some strong diplomatic action to be taken by Germany, we 
have reason to believe that a decision will very shortly be 
arrived at by our Government on the question at issue. 
The trade of Sulu is of some importance to British mer- 
chants, and the arbitrary action of the Spanish Govern- 
ment should have been checked by our Government in a 
decided manner at the outset. 


Our Amsterdam correspondent draws attention to an 
important article in the Dagblad, in which the writer urges 
that the termination of the protracted warin Atchin is of 80 
much importance that a Bill should be passed through the 
Chambers to enable the Government to depart upon this 
occasion from the ordinary constitutional rule which for- 
bids the despatch of any part of the regular army to a 
foreign country, and to send a detachment of troops to 
bring the hostilities to an end. 


THE presentations at the Levée held by the PRINCE of 
WaAtes on the 26th ult. included his Excellency J. Pore- 
HENNEsSy, the new Governor of Hong Kong, and Com- 
mander Parr, R.N., promoted for his services with the 
Arctic Expedition, and appointed to the Audacious, flag- 
ship of the China Squadron. The Chinese Envoy with 
his Secretaries and Attachés were among those present in 
the diplomatic circle. 


IN the estimates for the Civil Service, detailed in another 
column, for the year ending March, 1877, appears an item 
of “ £10,400 for the Yunnan Mission, to be repaid by the 
Chinese Government.” Costs generally follow the verdict, 
but we trust in this case the verdict will follow the costs.

THE CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES—CHINA, JAPAN, 
AND THE FAR EAST. 

That portion of the Civil Service Estimates for the financial year 
ending March, 1878, which specially refers to the Far East, com- 
mences with the Diplomatic Service, under which head we find 
votes of £6,000 for Her Majesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary in 
China, of 8,00 for the Secretary of Legation, of £940 for the 
Chinese Secretary, of £1,000 for the two Second Secretaries 
(one at £600, one at £400, per annum), of £200 for the Chaplain 
and of £500 for outfits, and travelling and incidental expenses, 
giving a grand total of £9,440, against £9,490 in the lastestimates. 
The salary of the official holding the office of Chinese Secretary 
is £20 above that for last year—in accordance with the regula: 
tion which prescribes that he shall receive an annual increase of 
£20 upto £1,000, We may here state that a sum of £17,300, 
being one-third of the estimated net expenditure upon the Dip- 
lomatic and Consular Services in China, is contributed by the 
Indian Government and paid into the Exchequer. Another es- 
timated source of revenue is comprised in the Fines, Fees, and 
other casual receipts connected with the Consular Service, which 
are calculated at £8,500 for China, Japan, and Siam, these figures 
being the same as in the preceding Estimates, As regards Japan, 
the figures present totals of £4,000) for the Minister, £800 for the 
Secretary of Legation, aud £840 for the Japanese Secretary. 
‘These amounts differ in no respect from those for the past year, 
except as regards the Japanese Secretary, whose salary rises £20 
annually up to £900. ‘The salaries of the assistants, &c., are in- 
cluded under one total for all Legations. We come next to the 
Consular Services, which, as regards China, figure for the follow-

The total is £11,400, which is the same as last year. The 
total required for Vice-Consuls is £4,200, which is also the same 
as in the last Estimates, the details being Shanghai, Kiukiang, 
and Whampoa, each £750, Canton, £700, Pagoda Island, Foo- 
chow, £750, (£150 per annum being granted in addition to 
salary tothe present holder of the post), and Taku £500. The

There 
are also items under this head of £200 as allowance to the 
Assessor of the Mixed Court at Shanghai, in consideration of his 
salary being below £700 per annum ; of £200 as an extra allow- 
ance to the Consul at Tientsin, and £100 as allowance to the 
officer in charge at Tamsui, these amounts being the same as in 
the preceding Estimates. ‘There are also charged in this section 
of the Estimates the subjoined amounts, under the head of 
“Mission and Superintendency :”— Assistant Chinese Secretary, 
£600; Assistant and Accountant, £500—an increase of £20, the 
salary of this official rising £20 annually until it attains £500.

Mr. Whitwell, M.P., introduced the deputation, and 
Mr. Jacob Behrens, Mr. James Ashworth, Mr. Benjamin Armi- 
tage, and other gentlemen, explained the object of the deputa- 
tion, the main purpose of which was to ask the Foreign-ottice 
to urge upon the French Government the retention of the ad 
valorem in preference to specific duties. Lord Derby said he 
understood the ground upon which the deputation argued the 
question was that we in this country, being the principal pro- 
ducers of cheap and comparatively bulky goods, were sure to be 
called upon to pay more than our share if any other duty than 
that of ad valorem is adopted. That was a strane: and a clear 
ground to take, and the Government would not fail to do justice 
to the arguments. They had repeatedly mde representations in 
favour of the ad valorem principle, and would continue to do so,

‘Snrenps.—Feb. 27.—As the barque Lady Hinck was leaving the 
Northumberland Dock on the 26th, for Singapore, she struck the dock, 
pier-head and did considerable damage to her bow, and had to put 
back for repairs 

Brest,—Feb.23, the Carrizal, arrived here from Cartiff, for Hong 
Kong, wasetruck by a sca when twenty miles from Ushant, which 
stove in her larboard side, and shifted cargo ; she jettisoned 40 tons 
of coal ; avwaiting orders from owners, 

New Yonk.—Feb. 10, the Ocean Chief, arrived here from Hong 
Kong, reports :—Dec. 7, lat. 33.45, lon. 30.58, during a hurricane 
from the westward, lost two lower topsails, split storm stayeail, sprung 
mainyard and topsailyard, and shipped a heavy sea, which stove in 
one of the boats, 

Tus Buckhorn, from Akyab for United Kingdom (rice), passed St. 
Helena Nov. 8, and has not since been heard of. 

Stvaarone.—Feb. 27, the Ulysses (str.), from Singapore for China, 
has put in with loss of ‘propeller, having been ashore ; she must go into 
d ock forsurvey and repairs. ‘The Fookien (str.), of Hong Kong, Eva 
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left this port Jan, 13 for Batavia, and was wrecked the following night 
near Toedjoe, or Seven Islands, North of Banca ; all saved. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Deat.—Feb, 22, the Mary 8. Ames (American barque), Gibbs, from 
Shields, for Java, has been supplied with two anchors and ninety 
fathoms of chain, in lieu of others reported slipped from off the South 
Foreland. 

Bripowater.—Feb. 24, a denl case containing 50 bottles of ether, 
labelled “H. Ahrens and Co., Yedo, Yokohaima, Hiogo,” has been picked 
up at Blue Anchor. : 

Haves.—Feb. 27, the Faith, arrived here, from Bezoekie (sugar), 
fivished discharging Feb. 17 ; seventeen baskets are damaged, nine of 
which are washed out. 

RorrerpaM.—Feb. 26, according to aletter from the master, Ridderi- 
Khoff, of the Abraham, from Amsterdam for Padang, which put into 
Falmouth in Dec. last, with damage, she was re-shipping discharged 
cargo, and would be ready to proceed in about two weeks. 

JeDDAH.—Feb. 6, the Woodburn (s.), of Newcastle, from Cardiff, for 
Singapore, with coal, whilst steaming t full speed, Jan. 26, ran ashore 
on Eliza Reefs, about thirty miles north of this place, and remained 
fast for nine hours, when she get off with jettison of about ten tons of 
coal, and loss of Kedge anchor and hawser ; she again touched the 
ground on Abou Reef whilst entering harbour with an Arab pilot on 
board; she has been surveyed, and found to be making a little water 
in her collision compartinent only ; divers report no damage observable 
in ship's bottom ; proceeded on the 3rd inst. for Penang. 

St. Hetexa.—Arrived and proceeded, Jan. 31, Condor, from Ran- 
goon, for Liverpool ; Feb. 1, Aurora, from Passaroeang, for Falmouth ;

110 110.—Jan. 4, about 200 tons sugar, ex Monarchy, will be sold by 
auction to-morrow ; tenders for repairing the vessel have to be sent in 
by Jan, 6, The surveyors recommend that more of the cargo of the 
Coldstream Le discharged. 











GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 

Ax Avsrrattas Criprer Missixo.—On the 6th of August last the 
Great Queensland, a magnificent vessel, owned by Messrs. Taylor and 
Co., of London, left the Thames for Melbourne with thirty-five paasen- 
gers, a crew of thirty-five hands, and a general cargo comprising fifty 
tons of brimstone, afew dozen hogshends of saltpetre, a couple of tons 
of patent gunpowder, some packages of cartridges, a large quantity of 
spirits in cask, two hundred tons of pig iron, and from fifty to one 
hundred tons of pebble gunpowder. Six days after she left’ London 
the Great Queensland was spoken off the coast of Cornwall, having 
just completed her passage down the Channel. Since that day she 
has never been spoken, seen, or heard of, Six months have elapsed, 
but no news of her bas reached Lloyd's A iife-buoy with her name 
on it was picked up some weeks ago off Fowey Harbour, in Cornwall, 
and a second buoy, entangled in sume fragments of wreck, was found 
off the Lizard. The underwriters, it is reported, have paid the insur- 
ance, and the vessel has been written off on the books of Lloyd's a a 
total loss. ‘Tbe owners have applied to the Admiralty for a search of 
all rocks and islands in the ship's course, with the hope of finding 
some of her crew and passengers. It is to be feared, however, that 
any such quest will prove fruitless. ‘There ie only too much reason to 
believe that, through some unforeseen accident, the cargo in the hull 
of the Greit, Queensland exploded, ond that she went bodily to the 
ottom. 

‘TenntBLe SuFFERINcs at StA.—The British and African mail stenmer 
Gambia, which arrived in the Mersey on the 24th ult., had among her 
passengers a young man, twenty years of age, named James M’Linden, 

sole survivor of the crew, fourteen in number, of the Belfast barque 

which left Doboy, a Georgian port, in November last 
for Dublin, with a cargo’ of timber. A few days after leaving 
Doboy the vessel was caught ina succession of terrible squalls, her 
boats were washed away, and she became waterlogged. An American 
ship, the City of Montreal, it waa stated, saw the vessel, but rendered 
no assistance, and an Italian barque, which also came near, could give 
no aid, owing to the state of the weather. The captain, named Grey- 
son, and several of the crew died of starvation, the stores having been 
exhausted. The survivors cut the throats and opened the heads cf 
some of the dead men, and drank the blood and ate the brains. The 
bodies were then thrown into the sea. On January 9 the E. Macdonald, 
an American vessel, hovein sight, and her crew took the boatswain aud 
M'Linden from the wreck. The boatswain died four hours after, but 
M Linden, although he was in a terrible condition, and his body so 
swollen that his clothes had to be cut off, soon regained health and 
strength, He was landed at Goree, on the West African coast, and 
then taken to Madeira, where he embarked on board the Gembia. 

Tax Inverenss,—The following are the names of the survivors of 
the ship Invererne, reported as having foundered on Jan, 1, off the 























‘West Cosat of Sumbawa (Sunda Islands), on her voyage from Java for 
the Channel:—Thomas Harding, Johu Campbell, Joha Duffey, Walter 
Page, Arthur Abraham, Robert Barley, John Grey, and John Mucgowan. 
The captain and eight sailors wore last seen in the lifeboat, which was 
water logged. With reference to this statement the owner writes -— 
“The two lifeboats on board the Invererne were both specially fitted 
with copper tubes, in the manner required by the Emigration Com- 
missioners, So long as these tubes were uninjured the bosts would 
float, even if otherwise considerably damaged, and therefore we have 
atill a hope, although it may be only a faint one, that the captain and 
missing men may have been picked up by some vessel at sea, or been 
landed on some of the neighbouring islands.” 

Arreqprep Porsoyino on Boarp Taz Wrto.—At the Thames Police~ 
court, on the 24th ult., Lewis Twyman, a black man, formerly steward 
‘on board the ship Wylo, was charged with a’tempting to poison Alfred 
Langlois, second mate of the same ship. The Corona, commanded by 
Captain Strachan, had arrived in the Thames with the prisoner, who 
had been handed over to his custody at Manila by the British Consul 
there. The evidence stated that on the voynge out the second officer 
and the prisoner had a quarrel in consequence of the mate reporting 
him for being drank, and the prisoner subsequently placed in the 
mate's tea a quantity of sulphate of lead. The accused was remanded 
until the arrival home of the Wylo. 

Reportep Purciase or a CLYDE Sarppurpixa YaRD BY THE 
Grruan GoveRNMENT.—It is reported that the German Goverament 
have come, or are on the eve of coming, to an arrangement with a firm 
of Clyde shipbuilders for the purchase of their shipbuilding yard at 
Govan. The German Government, it is said, have for some time been 
on the outlook for a place at which to conduct shipbuilding operations, 
and they have fixed on this yard because the plant and everything else 
connected with it will be suitable for the work which it is proposed to 
carry on, The purchase price for the yard, plant, &c., is stated to 
amount to between £200,000 and ¢: 00. 

Suirs Revowreo rox Scrver. —A Parliamentary Return has been 
issued “ of all vessels ordered to be surveyed by the Board of Trade or 
its officers from the 5th August, 1873, tothe 30th September, 1876." 
From this return it appears that the number of vessels reported for 
alleged defects in hull, equipments, or machinery was 879; of these 
twenty-seven were foun’ seaworthy, 840 were found unseaworthy, and 
the survey of the remaining twelve is pemling. The nuoiber reported 
for alleged overloading or improper loading was 108 ; of these two were 
found seaworthy, and 106 unseaworthy. 

o FaciLities.—A very creditable amount 
of energy was shown by the London and St, Katharine Dock Company 
in discharging Messrs. Gellatly, Hankey, aud Sewel!’s steamer Eltorado, 
ow her last arrival at London’ from Calentta, Madras, and Colombo. 
She entered the oria Dock on the afternoon of the 13th ult., and 
put out 3,500 tons in thirty hours. The loading of the steamer for the 
same ports with 3,000 tons of cargo ocenpied only five days, and the 
Eldorado left the dock on the morniug of the 23rd ult. ou her return 





























Detetio oF a Suip.—A charge brought against the crew of the 
brig No Nane, for having refused to do work on board that vessel on 
the 20th ult., when in a storm, bas been investigated at the Cardiff 
Police-court. The surveyor reported that the oakum in the seams of 
the veasel had perished, the calking was defective, and the cargo of 
gunpowder, Manchester goods, &c., was improperly stowed. Under all 
the circumstances, the surveyor considered the vessel to be unseaworthy. 
‘The necused seamen were discharged, and the vessel is detained by the 
Board of Trade. 

‘A new dock, situated at the mouth of the River Avon, and called 
Avonmouth Dock, was formally opened on the 24th ult. by the Mayor 
of Bristol, in the presence of many thousand persons, The dock was 
built by a limited liability company, and the works have been nine 
years in progress. It has cost altogether £500,000, and is 1,400 feet 
long by 500 feet wide, having aclear area of 16 acres, and minimum 
depth of 26 feet. 

‘Tue Clyde-built and Greenock-owned ships Golden Fleece and Argo- 
naut arrived in the Downs on the 26th ult., after a very close race from 
Calcutta. The ships left the outport together, and bave arrived in 
ninety-six and ninety-seven days respectively. They were built by 
Mesars. Barslay, Curle, and Co., Glasgow, and are owned in Greenock 
by Mesers, A. and J. H. Carmichel and Co. This isthe Argonaut’s first 
voyage. 

‘AT Jarrow-on-Tyne six iron steamships of various sizes, and three 
gunboats for the Government, are fivished, and part are ready for sea. 
At South Shields three large iron vessels ure in hand, and several iron 
tug steamboats are nearly completed. ‘The tug-building branch of 
trade is very active at South Shields, and likely to be #0 for some 
time. 

New Sreansuir Lixz 10 AvstRatta.—The Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company have arranged to plaee a certain number of their large full- 
powered steamers in the trade between London and Australia, The 
steamers are capable of making the passage in forty days. ; 

The Nederland Company's Royal Mail steamship Prins Hendrik, 
Captain M. C. Brat, mailed from Southampton on the 27th ult. for 
Naples, Port Said, Batavia, Sumarang, Sourabaya, &c., taking out the 
Dutch mails, 55 passengers, 145 Dutch troops, and large general cargo.
